Windsor, Canada’s 5th manufacturing city, 1s 
adding to its manufacturing capacity, as its plants 
expand and new industries establish. In 1958, 29 
manufacturers enlarged their facilities.

The Dominion Bureau of Statistics forecast a 28.8 
million dollar expenditure for new plants and equip- 
ment in Windsor during 1959, up 65% from 1958, 
making the total since 1951 over $330,000,000. 


The central city is also changing its appearance as 
a 7 million dollar redevelopment programme begins. 
New office buildings and a Cwic Auditorium are 
rapidly rising, changing the face of Windsor.
